Camp Grayling Commander J.R. Lippert urged the 
public to stay out of military ranges and if a piece of military 
equipment is discovered, leave it alone and notify camp of- 
ficials. ‘‘Not only are people who pick these things up en- 
dangering themselves,” Lippert said, “but they are en- 
dangering a lot of innocent persons using public highways.”

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber

Recently we had a rather 
unusual visitor to the head- 
quarters area which is not 
yncommon in this area but, 
since the headquarters is a 
good half mile from the 
nearest water, it is difficult 
to say what caused it to land 
here. A Great Blue Heron 
stands very close to four feet 
tall and is grayish in color 
with a yellowish bill. 

This bird is more common- 
ly seen standing motionless 
in the shallow water of a 
pond, lake or stream where 
it feeds on small fish, frogs, 
and even water snakes, The 
long neck and bill of this bird 
allow it to make lightning- 
fast strikes at its food which 
it seldom misses. 

The Huron nests in some- 
times large colonies with 
others of its kind over much 
of the United States, in 
Canada, and southward to 
Panama. Since it feeds pri- 
marily on fish, it migrates 
far enough south to stay 
where the water remains 
free of ice. 

The three or four pale dull 
blue eggs require twenty- 
eight days of incubation, but 
in northern areas, the young 
are able to fly by July. 

The Heron flies with its 
neck folded, whereas the 
Sandhill Crane flies with its 
neck extended, which is a 
good identification paint 
when you see one of these 
long-legged birds in flight. 
The Heron is not numerous, 
but it fills a niche in nature’s 

system of checks and balan- 
ces in the predator-prey 
relationship.

single Nation. Henri Dunant 
was caught in the village of 
Serafino where one of the 
modest battles of that 
struggle took place between 
a few thousand soldiers; 
and, as usual, resulted in 
many casualties inflicted 
upon civilians as well as 
combatants. 

The battle lasted but a few 
hours and the soldiers 
retired, leaving, again as 
usual, the dead, dying and 
mutilated upon the streets of 
the town in which the 
fighting took place. 

Henri Dunant was ap- 
palled at what he saw! 

No organized effort was 
made by either of the mili- 
tary combatants to rescue 
their casualties or help the 
unfortunate civilian victims. 
They were literally left to die 
unless they could look after 
themselves! 

Henri Dunant was so af- 
fected by this mercilessness, 
that he, after doing what he 
could at the time to help the 
victims of the battle; 
dedicated himself, his for- 
tune, and his future, to doing 
something to prevent repeti- 
tion of such awful, horrible 
conditions. 

In the next several years 
he travelled to the capitols of 
sixteen European Nations 
and was eventually success- 
ful in having them send 
representatives to Geneva 
‘for a conference to organize 
an international group to 
mitigate the horrors of the 
then conventional treatment 
of casualties of war. 

The convention was suc- 
cessful. The sixteen nations 
agreed to return to Geneva 
in 1864 to sign a_ treaty 
creating such an_ inter- 
national society to achieve 
these goals. 

The treaty was signed in 
1864 and became known as 
the Geneva Convention. 

The Swiss flag was a white 
cross on a red field. To honor 
Henri Dunant, a Swiss, a 
reverse of that flag - a red 
cross on a white field - was 
adopted as the symbol of the 
organization - and the Inter- 
national Society of the Red 
Cross was born! 

The United States of 
American had not been in- 
vited to that Convention, but, 
in the late 1860s, a very 
determined and _ spirited 
American woman by the 
name of Clara Barton, who 
had observed the horrors of 
the battlefields of our Civil 
War and had _ begged, 
borrowed and _ chiselled 
money from everyone she 
could reach in Washington 
DC to hire wagons, mule 
teams and drivers, to go into 
the battlefields after the 
fighting ended to succor the 
wounded and mutilated; 
heard of Henri Dunant’s 
work and went to Europe to 
investigate. 

When she came home she 
began a campaign to get the 
United States to join in the 
Geneva Convention. 

She was indefatigable. She 
never stopped bedevilling 


every Senator, 
Congressman, Justice, 
Cabinet Officer and 


President throughout the 
1870s. Finally, on May 2ist 
1881 - a hundred years ago 
this year - and seventeen 
years after the Geneva 
Treaty was adopted in 
Europe - Chester Arthur, 
then President of the United 
States, signed the Geneva 
Convention and the 
American Red Cross was 
born. 

In that same year Clara 
Barton undertook the first 
Red Cross Disaster 
Assistance action, and it 
took place in the Thumb area 
of Michigan near Bad Axe. 

Some of you may recall 
hearing the story. That 
summer there had been the 
worst forest fire in our 
State’s history. Millions of 
acres were burned, whole 
towns were entirely 
destroyed, and thousands 
upon thousands of victims 
were without food, clothing 
or shelter. 

Clara Barton organized a 
relief activity and came per- 
gonally to the Thumb area to 
supervise. She bought lum- 
ber, built housing to shelter 
people, gave clothing and 
food to the victims. She spent 
over $65,000 in relief assis- 
tance, which amount at 
todays money standards 
would probably be in the 
millions, but most importan- 
tly, she established a stan- 
dard of humanitarian ser- 
vices to the American people 
who were victims of disaster 
which has endured to this 


day! 


There is an amusing side- 
light to that first disaster 
story. When it was all over 
there was some lumber left 
over. There was no real 
“headquarters” for the 
fledgling American Red 
Cross, and Clara Barton vir- 
tually had no place to live, 
and, obviously she was 
always without funds. 

She had the surplus lum- 
ber shipped back to Wash- 
ington DC and managed to 
get a building constructed on 
the outskirts. It was the first 
headquarters of the 
American Red Cross, and 
Clara Barton lived in the 
headquarters. It still exists 
today, is well preserved as a 
historical monument, and is 
affectionately known as 
“The Clara Barton House’’. 

It wasn’t until around the 
turn of the Century, 
however, that the current 
“Charter” of the American 
Red Cross was passed into 
law by the Congress of the 
United States. In that Char- 
ter the Congress mandates 
the American Red Cross to: 

1. Provide assistance to 
members of the Armed For- 
ces of the United States, it’s 
Veterans, and their 
Families, in time of Peace 
and War, in every area of 
their need. 

2. To provide Immediate 
Disaster Assistance to the 
Victims of Natural of Man- 
made Disasters in the United 
States, in the form of food, 
clothing, shelter and 
medical care. 

3. To take appropriate 
procedures to ‘‘Mitigate’’ 
the physical suffering of 
potential as well as actual 
victims of Disaster. 

And, last, but far from 
least: 

4. To raise the money 
necessary to achieve such 
mandated services to the 
American people by contri- 
butions from the general 
public, as, no federal, state, 
or local tax funds were to be 
provided to accomplish 
these mandated objectives! 

And that is how the Inter- 
national Red Cross Society 
began and how American 
Red Cross came into being. 

Much has changed during 
the First Hundred Years of 
American Red Cross Service 
to the American people, but 
the fundamental charge 
upon American Red Cross by 
the Congress of the United 
States has not changed. 

Service to Military 
Families and Veterans is 
still the prime responsibility, 
but technological progress 
has made it possible today 
for any family member in 
the U.S. to phone the nearest 


Red Cross Chapter, and in 
hours an emergency 


message to a spouse or child 
at a base in the U.S., or 
Overseas, or on a Shop at 
Sea, will be delivered via a 
Red Cross maintained inter- 
national communication 
system based in Washington 
DC; and there is no charge 
for that service. The Service- 
man or Servicewoman can 
equally send an emergency 
message “home’’ without 
charge. 

Everybody knows that 
Red Cross is on the scene 
almost immediately in times 
of Disaster, whether it is a 
local home burnout, or a tor- 
nado, hurricane or floods af- 
fecting multi-state areas. 

Most everybody knows of 
the life saving and life pro- 
longing Service rendered the 
American people by the non- 
profit blood collecting and 
blood re-distribution opera- 
tions of Red Cross; but did 
you know that it was 
American Red Cross 
Research that developed the 
techniques and procedures 
of drawing blood from in- 
dividuals, processing and 
storing such blood, and 
redistributing to hospitals 
for persons needing such 
blood for safe surgical 
procedures? 

Nor do many of you recog- 
nize that millions of peoples 
lives have been saved by the 
trained First Aid, CPR, and 
Water Life Saving persons 
who have received instruc- 
tion from tens of thousands 
of Volunteer Red Cross In- 
structors with Red Cross 
developed training 
materials as a result of 
Congress’ mandate to Amer- 
ican Red Cross to 
“mitigate” the physical suf- 
ferings of the victims of dis- 
aster. 

And you benefit from all of 
these humanitarian Services 
as a resident of Crawford 
County because a group of 
unpaid dedicated Volunteers 
from this Community have 
banded together to do the 
physical work necessary to 


accomplish these 
humanitarian services; and 
another group of Goad 


Neighbors contribute enough 
money to make it possible 
for the Volunteers to buy the 
supplies needed to render 
the services, and have the 
funds to give to the victims 
of disaster to provide them 
with food, clothing and 
shelter. 

If you have read this far 
you must recognize that the 
purpose of this prose is to 
encourage those who have 
supported Red Cross finan- 
cially to continue to do so to 
the same extent, or hope- 
fully, to an increased extent, 
in this 1981 October Fund 
Drive, so the vital humani- 
tarian Services of Red Cross 
can continue to be available 
to the folks of Crawford 
County. 

And, even more hopefully, 
to convince the almost 90% 
of the families of this com- 
munity who do not con- 
tribute to American Red 
Cross financially, that if they 
receive all the benefits of 
Red Cross  ‘“‘insurance 
against disaster, against the 


‘need for blood, and so forth; 


they ought to pay some of the 
“premium” cost of that in- 
surance - even if it’s only a 
buck! 

One hundred ninety four 
Good Neighbors contributed 
$5309 to Red Cross in last 
year’s October Fund Drive. 
That’s an average of $27.36 
per contributor. If each of 
the approximately 2500 
families who did not con- 
tribute last year gave just a 
$1 apiece this October, they 
could increase the funds 
available to render next 
year’s Red Cross Services by 
one half! 

Everyone who contributed 
to Red Cross last year will 
receive a letter from Craw- 
ford County Chapter/Amer- 
ican Red Cross in the next 
day or two, enclosing a self 
addressed envelope for con- 
venient return of a check. So 
will about 1000 other family 
units who do not regularly 
contribute to Red Cross, so it 
is easy to send a dollar, or 
two or five or ten - whatever 
YOU think is your “‘fair 
share” of the ‘‘preminm 
due’ for the Services that 
Red Cross, and only Red 
Cross, renders you as a 
resident of this community. 

If you don’t receive a let- 
ter, just mail your check to 
American Red Cross, RR 2, 
Box 2515, Grayling 49738, 
and become a Good Neigh- 
bor! 

If you still don’t feel Red 
Cross Services benefit you 
and your family, please read 
next weeks articie which 
details Red Cross Services to 
the men and women of the 
Armed Forces of the United 
States, their Families and 
Veterans. 

It might just change your 
mind.

Governor William G. Milliken’s 
special message to the Legislature 

‘drew mixed and restrained reaction 
from legislature leaders and some 
labor leaders. 

Local government spokesman, 
meanwhile, were the most. critical 
and business representatives heaped 
praise on the proposals. 

The governor, speaking before an 
unusual joint convention of the 
Legislature as the fall session 
opened, offered a yearly $300 million 
economic stimulus package, coupled 
with a three-year property tax 
‘reduction totalling $1.2 billion. 

Milliken asked the legislature to 
solve in about 90 days problems in 
workers’ and unemployment com- 
pensation that have been 
stalemated for years. 

“T am absolutely determined that 
Michigan will emerge from this fall 
‘session in a position to compete 
‘across this country and across the 
world. Anything less is unaccep- 
table,” he said. 

‘The governor placed primary ¢m- 
iphasis on the workers’ compensa- 
‘tion system where many changes 
negotiated last December are 
scheduled to take effect January, 
1982. 

His proposals for workers’ com- 
pensation changes account for about 
$100 million of the $300 million in 
business breaks, and compares to 
proposals by legislative Democrats 
to save businesses about $200 
million through changes in the in- 
surance regulations, 

Unemployment. compensation 
changes would save $99.8 million a 
year and single business tax 
‘changes would save businesses $105 
million a year, with all the figures 
calculated for calendar year 1982. 

Other economic proposals include 

a $10 to $12 million a year promo- 
tional effort, a development fund to 
provide business capital and a $25 
‘million high technology fund. 
_ The property tax plan would 
provide an eventual tax cut of 20 
percent for residential and agricul- 
tural property. 

House Speaker Bobby Crim (D- 
Davison) said the tone and rhetoric 
of Milliken’s speech was good and 
‘there were areas left open for com- 
promise. He added, however, he

state budget that could be cut to 
provide the tax changes. 

Rep. William Ryan (D-Detroit), 
chairman of the House Taxation 
Committee, said Democrats were 
unenthusiastic about the speech 
because it was quite imbalanced. 

“The only real burdens were put 
on the workers who have been the 
victims of the recession,’ Ryan said. 
“They are the ones who will have to 
pick up the taxes that businesses 
will be spared.” 

Senate reaction was generally 
negative, but as expected, favorable 
comments came from members of 
the Republican caucus. 

Senate Minority Leader Robert 
VanderLaan (R-Kentwood) praised 
the governor for presenting 
‘specific’ proposals that get “right 
to the heart” of Michigan’s 
economic problems. VanderLaan 
said he believed the governor would 
act as the needed catalyst to accom- 
plish his goals. 

Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust (D-Westland), however, said 
most of the proposals have been 
before the Legislature during the 
past several years. He said the only 
difference this time is the fact the 
governor is expressing a willingness 
to work with the Legislature. 

Frank Garrison of the United 
Auto Workers, expressed outright 
opposition to portions of the plan. 
“We're going to analyze this care- 
fully. He (the governor) is still deal- 
ing with perception more than any- 
thing and it is perception he has 
helped create,’’ Garrison warned. 

Both James Barrett of the Michi- 
gan State Chamber of Commerce 
and John Thodis of the Michigan 


Manufacturers Association  ex- 
pressed optimism over the 
proposals, They both said the 


governor has offered a significant 
economic recovery package. 
Regardless of the reactions of 
legislative leaders and representa- 
tives from special interest groups, 


all agree something must be done 


during the fall session of the Legis- 
lature. 

The tone is now set. When history 
records this period, this should 
prove to be the most valuable 
working session for the member- 
ship. It is all important for the 
future of Michigan as a place to live 
and work.

Township of Lovells 
Ordinance No. 9/8/81 


An ‘ordinance to provide for control of installation 
procedures for mobile homes within the Township of Lovells and 
to repeal any ordinance or parts of Township ordinances in con- 
flict herewith. 

Section I - Name 

This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Lovells 
Township Mobile Home Ordinance. 

Section II - Purpose 

The purpose of this ordinance is to establish minimum sten- 
dards for the installation of mobile homes within the Township 
jurisdiction, Standards which exceed these minimums may be 
utilized at the discretion of the individual mobile home owner, 

Section III - Definitions 

fa) ‘‘Anchoring equipment’’ means straps, cables, tur- 
nbuckles, chains, including tension devices, or other securing 
devices which are used with ties to secure a mobile home to 
ground anchors. 

(b) “Anchoring system” means a combination of ties, an- 
choring equipment and ground anchors, that will, when property 
installed, resist movement of an implaced mobile home caused 
by wind forces. 

(c) “Cap” means a solid concrete block, solid wood block, or 
solid steel plate which is placed on top of the pillar covering the 
width and length of the pillar. 

{d) Foundation" means the base upon which a mobile home 
rests. 

(e) “Ground Anchor” means any devise designed to transfer 
the mobile home anchoring lead to the ground. 

(f) ‘‘Installation’’ means the process of mounting the mobile 
home on a foundation. It includes the initial acts of jacking up 
the mobile home, leveling and connecting utilities and the at- 
tachments of skirting, expandos, cabanas, carports, any device 
relating to barrier free design and other fixtures to the mobile 
home pursuant to a signed work order. 

(g) “Pillar” means the portion of the mobile home support 
system between the platform and the mobile home frame, ex- 
clusive of caps and shims. 

(h} “‘Ptatform’’ means a 16 inch by 16 inch by 4 inch solid 
concrete block that is placed directly on the ground and serves 
as the foundation of a pillar. As an alternative, 2 8 inch by 16 in- 
ch by 4 inch solid concrete blocks may be used as platforms if the 
joint hetweon the blocks is parallel to the steet I beam frame. 

{i} “Shim” means a wooden wedge with a | inch maximum 
thickness and not less than 4 inches wide and 6 inches long 
which, when driven in tightly in pairs between the cap and the 
mobile home frame, acts as a lending and stabilizing device. 

Gj) ‘Tie’ means straps, cables, or a securing device used to 
connect a mobile home to ground anchors. 

Section [V Installation 

(a) Pillars shall be installed directly under each main frame 
beam. If the distance between the main frame beams does not 
conform to the pad or pillara that are permanently installed on 
the mobile home site, cross beams shall be used. These cross 
beams may be of steel, or pressure-treated wood which resists 
decay, and has an imposed load capacity of 3,000 pounds per 
square foot (PSF). The cross beams shall extend a minimum of 6 
inches beyond each main frame beam, but shall not extend 
beyond the sides of the mobile home, A wood beam shall not rest 
on the ground but shall rest on the cap. If the cross beam inter- 
feres with a utility to the mobile home, the cross beam placement 
may be between blocks. If a cross beam is used between blocks, 


it shall be a minimum of 6 inches by 8 inches. 

(b) Pillars shall be placed on 10 foot centers along the length 
of each main frame beam, but may be placed at less than 10 feet 
centers. If the pillars interfere with the axle area, they may be 
placed to a maximum of 13 feet centers, but the pillar placement 
shall not. be less in number than if placed on 10 foot centers. 

{c) ‘The pillars nearest each end of the mobile home shall be 
within 3 feet of either end. 

(d) All grass and organic material shall be removed and the 
pillar or platform shall be placed on stable ground. 

le) Pillars shalt be constructed of solid concrete, core con- 
crete blocks untess other cored concrete blocks are supplied by 
the consumer, or a heavy metal screw column which bears on 
both frame and foundation or other acceptable design and con- 
struction meeting mobile home industry standards. 

(f) Conerete block pillars shall be constructed of regular 8 in- 
ch by 8 inch by 16 inch blocks and placed on the pillar platform, 
The blocks shall be placed with the open cells vertical and the 
blocking of the pillar shall be single tiered. A cap shall be placed 
on top of the pillar, A wood plate 1 inch by 8 inches by 16 inches 
or 2 inches by 8 inches by 16 inches may be placed on top of the 
cap for leveling. Shims may be fitted and driven tight between 
the wood plate or cap and the mainframe and shall not take up 
more than Linch of vertical height. . 

(g} Pillars shall be installed perpendicular to the main frame 
of the mobile home. 

(b) Solid concrete pillars may be of cone or pyramid design 
with a minimum 16 inch base tapered to a minimum 9 inch top. 
Shimming shall be the same as for the concrete block pillar. 

(i) All pillars shall have a minimum imposed load capacity of 
3,000 pounds. 

(j} If the manufacturers recommend installation specifica- 
tions exceed the minimum specifications stated in thege rules, 
ra specifications shall in all cases be complied 
with. 

(k) Mobile homes may be installed on a basement, slab or 
crawl space-type foundation, provided the foundation complies 
with local building codes and ordinances, and meets the manu- 
facturer’s specifications for pillar placement and imposed load 
capacity. 

Special V - Installation, systems compatibility. 

AH components used in the installation of a mobile home, 
such as platforms and pillars, shall be uniform in construction 
and shall be compatible with any existing system that may be 
installed on the mobile home site. 

Section VI - Utility hookups 

All utility hookups to a mobile home shall be in compliance 
with the following minimum standards: 

{a} Water. Each mobile home shall be connected to the ser- 
vice outlet by semi-ridged tubing, such as copper tubing or ap 
proved plastic piping. The minimum size shall be 1/2 inch inside 
diameter or 5/8 inch outside diameter. An easily accessible hand- 
manipulated shutoff valve shall be installed on the water supply 
inlet to the mobile home. A water supply protection device, such 
as a heat tape, UL or similarly listed, shali be installed at the 
time the mobile home is installed on site to prevent the freezing 
or service lines, valves, and riser pipes. The starting point of the 
protection device, excluding the plug-in cord, shall be attached 1 
inch beyond the underside and shall completely cover the full 
length of the piping to include the water service riser. The riser 
shall be insulated and covered to prevent loss of heat. The wrap- 
ing or spiralling of the protection device shall comply with the 
manufacturer's specification, If an extension cord is used, it 
shall be UL or similarly listed and shall be approved for exterior 
use, 
(b) Mobile home fuel supply systems shall be as follows: 

(i) Furnaces, hot water heaters, appliances, or any item of 
equipment which uses gas shall be fully compatible with the type 
of gas used. An easily accessible, approved hand shutoff valve 
controlling the flow of gas to the entire gas piping system shall 
be installed as close as possible to the service meter or supply 
connection of the liquified petroleum gas container. Approved 
piping with a minimum 1/2 inch inside diameter or 6/8 inch out- 
side diameter shall be used for any gas line. After appliances are 
connected, the piping system shall be tested to not less than 10 


inches nor more than 14 inches of water column {1/2 PSI), ane . 
the appliance connections shall be tested for leakage with soapy - 


water or bubble solution. 

(ii) A mobile home fuel supply system other than gag shall 
comply with state and local codes and ordinances, but at a 
minimum, shall comply with the standards contained in para- 
graph 4.3.1 to 4.3.4, national fire protection association number 
501B, 1974. 

(c) Sewer. At a minimum, schedule 30 plastic pipe with a 
minimum 3 inch diameter shall be used from the mobile home 
outlet to the site sewer service line. The sewer line shall be sup- 
ported at not less than 4 foot intervals. Plumber's strapping 
shall be used for support where possible. All joints shall be 
sealed to preclude leaks. There shall be an approved seal at the 
sewer riser. All plumbing shall be installed pursuant to locay 
codes. 

(d) The electrical supply line from the service line to the 
mobile home shall be completed in a safe and workmanlike man- 
ner. Where a permanent feeder is used, installation shall be in- 
spected by a State or Local Electrical Inspector before being put 
into use. 

Section VII - Skirting is considered to be an integral part of 
the mobile home and therefore must be installed coincidentally 
with the installation process. 

{1) Mobile home skirting shall be vented. Louvered or similar 
vents shall be at a minimum of 600 square inches per 1000 
square feet of living space. A minimum of 1 vent shall be placed 
at, the front and rear of the mobile home and 2 to each expose, 
side. An access panel of sufficient size to allow full access cf 
utility hook ups located beneath the mobile home shall be in- 
stalled. All skirting shail be manufactured of fire-resistant 
material and certified as such by the manufacturer. 

{2) Skirting shall be installed in a manner so as to resist. 
damage under normal weather conditions to include, but not 
limited to, damage caused by freezing and frost, wind, snow, and 
rain. 

Section VIII - Anchorage and tie-down. 

Every parking space for mobile units shall be provided with 
devices for anchoring the unit to prevent overturning or uplift. 
The owner of the parking space shall anchor or cause to be an- 
chored all mobile units located on the parking space. Where con- 


crete platforms are provided for the parking of the units, my 
2 


chorage may be by eyelets inbedded in the concrete wit 
adequate anchor plates or hooks; or other suitable means. The 
anchorage shall! be adequate to withstand wind forces and uplift 
as required in Article 7 for buildings and structures, based upon 
the size and weight of the units. 

Section 1X - Safety 

(i) Bach mobile home must be equipped with at least one (i) 
fire extinguisher with a minimum 2A-10-B-C rating and ap- 
proved by a nationally recognized independent test laboratory. 
1t shall also be equipped with at least one (1) smoke detector ap- 
proved by a nationally approved independent testing laboratory. 

Section X - General Information 


(1) Prior to installation, the home owner shall obtain zonir® , 


and building permits as required by the Lovells Township 
Zoning Ordinance and the State Construction code adopted by 
this jurisdiction. Sanitary, well, plumbing, and electrical permits 
are as required by the District Health Department and other 
State agencies. 

Section X1.- Saving Clause ; 

(1) The provisions of this ordinance are hereby declared to be 
severable and if any clause, sentence, word, section or provision 
is declared void or unenforceable, for any reason, by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, the remaining portions of said ordinance 
shall remain in force.

What To Do With 


Green Tomatoes 
Gail Edwards, 
Extension Home Economist 


What do you do when your 
garden is knee-deep in green 
tomatoes and the weather 
forecast calls for frost? You 
can cover the plants and 
hope for the best. Or you can 
pick the tomatoes, ripen 
them indoors or process 
them into a number of tasty 
relishes and other goodies. 

Extension food specialists 
at Michigan State University 
say even tomatoes that are 
hit by a light frost should 
ripen satisfactorily if they're 
wrapped in newspaper and 


kept at room temperature or c 


a little cooler. Tomatoes hit 
by a heavy frost should be 
used at once. They will not 
ripen and they will deterior- 
ate rapidly. 

Green tomatoes can be 
sliced and fried or sliced and 
frozen for frying later. They 
can also be pickled or chop- 
ped and made into relish, 
mincemeat and marmalade. 
For the truly adventurous, 
there’s green tomatoe pie. 

Green Tomato Pie 

4 cups peeled, sliced green 
tomatoes 

1 tbsp. lemon juice 

1%4 cups white or brown 
sugar 

9 tbsp. flour 

4 tsp, salt 

42 tsp. ground cinnamon 

1/8 tsp. ground nutmeg 

2tbsp. butter or oleo 

Pastry for 2-crust 9-inch pie 

Use green tomatoes of 
mature size. Dip into boiling 
water to loosen skins, then 
peel and core. Cut tomatoes 
into 1/4 inch slices. Sprinkle 
with lemon juice. Combine 
sugar, flour, salt and spices; 
mix with the tomato slices. 
Line a 9-inch pie plate with 
pastry. Fill with tomato mix- 
ture; dot with butter. Adjust 
top crust, cutting slits for 
steam to escape; seal. Bake 
at 450° for 15 minutes, 
reduce heat to 350° and bake 
30 minutes longer.
